/ do  not  doubt  there  exists,  in  some  private  libraries,  outstanding 
and  perhaps  some  great  museums  those  incredible  creatures  that 
are  not  what  they  appear  to  be! 
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With  most  of  the  great  artist  those  who  por- 
tray men  transforming  ordinary  men  into 
goddesses,  and  inspiring  "fern  fatales"  have 
the  unique  possibility  of  creating  the  fantasy 
of  every  transgendered  persons  dream,  to 
create  the  perfection  we  all  strive  to  achieve. 
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emale  imperson- 
ation has  been, 
and  still  is,  com- 
mon in  the  United 
States.  It  is  the 
practice  for  the  Princeton 
Triangle  Club  to  present  a 
yearly  revue  in  which  the 
female  parts  are  portrayed  by 
male  students.  Halsey  Hills,  a 
Dartmouth  football  hero  of 


the  twenties,  was  a female 
impersonator  in  their  annual 
dramatic  presentation.  Also, 
in  the  twenties,  Harry  Cahill, 
an  interpreter  with  the 
Chicago  Opera  Company, 
donned  singer  Hazel  Eden's 
clothing,  during  a train  trip, 
and  tried  to  romance  William 
Beck, the  company  baritone. 
The  deception  worked  for  a 


while,  with  everyone  giggling 
about  it's  success.  When  the 
ruse  was  discovered,  at  which 
time  Beck  punched  Cahill  in 
the  jaw.  Rudolph  Valentino 
was  a judge  at  a beauty  con- 
test in  Lowell, Massachusetts 
which  was  thrown  into  an 
outrage  upon  discovering  that 
one  of  the  female  "beauties" 
was  actually  a man! 
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A University  of  Michigan 
student,  Lionel  Ames, 
appearing  in  the  play,  "Cotton 
Stockings  Never  Made  a Man 
Look  Twice",  got  the  kind  of 
rave  notices  for  his  female 
impersonation  that  Julian 
Eltinge  would  have  beenvied. 
Anies's  photos  appeared  vir- 
tually everywhere,  acconipied 
by  the  story  that  his  "pretty 
legs"  had  been  insured  for 
$25,000. 

Drag  drag  - drag!  What  is 
there  about  getting  into  drag 
that  brings  Out  the  different 
man?  Athlete  Phillip  Holmes 
appeared  in  drag  in  the 
Princeton  Triangle' produc- 
tion, "Napoleon  Passes",  for 
which  be,  too,  drew  raves. 
And  Alabama  Auburn 
College  senior,  Emmett 
Goldman,  won  the  title 
"Queen  of  the  May",  over 
three  genuine  female  contes- 
tants! 

It  is  whispered  that  the  hus- 
bands of  these  famous  women 
liked  to  cross-dress,  Dolly 
Madison,  Mrs.  Sigmund 
Freud,  and  the 
EmpressEugenie  of  France. 
So  it  would  appear  that  there 
is  a fascinationto  donning 
women's  clothing  that  knows 
no  class  barriers. 

. Hollywood  certainly  has 
contributed  its  share  to  the 
art  of  female  impersonation. 
Jackie  Coogan  appeared  as  a 
little  girl  in  "A  Dog  of 
Flanders",  one  of  his  early 


films,  and  famous  Comic 
Chic  Sale  included  a middle- 
aged  femme  Village  character 
in  his  act.  Billy  deWolfe  is 
well-known  for  his  portrayals 
of  demure  misses  in  a number 
of  films  and  on  the  stage. 

Recently,  television  has 
produced  several  stars  who 
are  perhapsbetter  known  for 
their  drag  appearances  than 
anything  else.  Flip  Wilson's 
Geraldine  always  gets  huge 
laughs,  as  does  Charlie 
Weaver's  femme  mimicry,  and 
everyone  if  familiar  with 
Jonathan  Winter's  Maude 
Fricket  and  the  old  lady  on 
the  motorcycle. 

Vaudeville,  both  in 

America  and  abroad,  has,  of 
course,  used  female  imper- 
sonators since  the  first  per- 
former trod  the  boards.  It 
iswell-known  that 

Shakespeare  used  all-male 
casts,  making  famous  such 
names  is  Nattian  Field  and 
Richard  Robinson. 

A favorite,  "heroine"  of  the 
Restoration  Stage,  in 
England,  was  Edward 
Kynaston,  a grandson  (or 
possibly  a great-grandson)  of 
Shakespeare's  sister  Joan.  He 
became  well-known  for  his 
portrayals  of  females. 
Britisher  Nokes,  famous  for 
his  drag  comedy  roles,  was  a 
particular  favorite  of  Charles 
II.  Harry  Lauder  used  the 
slender  Griffin  Twins,  who 
did  acrobatics  while  dressed 
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as  girls  - just  as  did  Barbette 
did  many  years  later. 

Would  a story  about  imper- 
sonators be  complete  without 
some  mention  of  Mmle.  de 
Maupin,  fighting  her  famous 
duels,  or  Maude  Adams  rece- 
nacting  Peter  Pan,  or  Sarah 
Bernhardt  as  Hamlet?  all 
male  impersonations.  More 
recently,  Judith  Anderson 
attempted  a version  of 
Hamlet,  which  a critic 
described  as  looking  more 
like  Israel's  Golda  Meir  than 
a man! 

The  list  of  names  that 
should  be  included  in  a book 
of  this  kind  is  almost  endless, 
but  certainly  such  personali- 
ties as  Jackie  Maye,  Laurie 
Knight,  Chunga  Ochoa,  Toni 
Midnight  and  Leverne 
Cummings  ought  to  be  men- 
tioned. And  T.C. Jones  has  a 
special  niche  in  more  con- 
temporary times,  having 
appeared  in  Leonard 
Sillman's  New  Faces  Revue 
and  made  a bigsplash.  There 
is  also  Jan  Britton,  Dale 
Roberts,  Bobby  Johnson  and 
the  ever  graceful  Harvey  Lee. 

The  list  expands  to  include 
Kit  Russell.  Sandy  Rogers, 
Nicky  Gallucci,  Gita 
Gilmore,  half-man-half 
woman  act.  Bruno  le 
Fantastique,  and  hilarious, 
clown-faced  feramemimic. 
Pudgy  Roberts. 

A glance  shows  us  that  the 
professional  names  adopted 


by  female  impersonators  were 
an  important  part  of  their  pre- 
sentation, becoming  virtually 
a part  of  their  stage  personal- 
ities, which  they  donned  and 
doffed  at  will.  Names  such  as 
Titanic,  Ricky  Renee,  Chi 
Chi  La  Verne.  Rene  Del  Rio, 
Billy  Kamp,  and  Candy 
Darling  are  all  campily  sug- 
gestive. 

Who  could  forget  Billy 
Austin,  a featuredcomic  of 
tile  famous  Jewel  Box  Revile, 
or  Doddie  Daniels  Kim 
August,  Brandy  Alexander, 
Ty  Bennett,  Frankie  Bennett, 
or  the  one  name  imperson- 
ators Bambi  and  Coccinelle. 
Or  old  timer  Art  West,  who 
appearing  as  an  aging  dowa- 
ger in  green  face  yes  he  actu- 
ally used  green  make  up 
which  was  superb  convulsed 
Cleveland  for  a long  runin 
1941. 

Phil  Black,  Harlem's 
famous  impresario  has  con- 
tributed much  to  the  female 
impersonator  scene,  and  he 
continues  to  present  spectac- 
ulars at  least  once  a year, 
which  are  most  successful. 
Frankie  Quinn  gives  success- 
ful drag  balls. 

The  world  of  female  imper- 
sonation is  at  present  watch- 
ing a rising  star  Charles 
Pierce  who  is  now  making 
waves  across  the  U.S.  with  it 
new  act, as  well  as  Danny  La 
Rue,  currently  the  rage  of 
London. 


Yes,  they  must  all  share  in 
the  glory,  for  they  have  all 
contributed  to  it,  by  giving  of 
their  time,  effort  and  talent. 
Without  their  talent,  the 
names  in  this  book  would 
never  have  attained  sufficient 
status  to  be  known  and 
remembered  in  this  mad.

wonderful,  dragulous  world 
of  female  impersonation! 

To  assume  the  role  of,  the- 
atrically, or  fraudulently  to 
mimic. 

The  field  of  impersonation 
is  replete  with  tales  of  hon- 
est, as  well  as  fraudulent 
female  impersonators,  some 
of  whom,  due  to  their  associ- 
ations with  kings  and  dynas- 
ties have  been  recorded  in 
history.  Not  the  least  of  these 
are  taken  from  the  beginnings 
of  social  history,  the  Age  of 


Sophocles  and  Pericles,  when 
it  was  not  uncommon  for  the 
citizenry  to  worship  a God 
who  embodied  both  sexes, 
and  who  was  represented  in 
both  male  and  female  attire. 
Dionysus,  in  physical  and 
mental  characteristics  is  rep- 
resentedeffeminately.  In 
Bacchic  festivals  in  his  honor 
it  was  Customary  for  men,  in 
female  clothing  to  mingle 
with  the  frolickers.  Venus 
Castina  was  a Goddess  who 
responded  with  special  sym- 
pathy to  the  yearnings  of 
female  Souls  Supposedly 
locked  in  male  bodies. 

It  is  known  that  Herodotus 
in  his  travels  as  a doctor  dis- 
covered, on  the  island  of 
Skyth  on  the  north  shores  of 
the  black  sea,  a society  of 
males  who  were  wearing 
female  attire  and  who  were 
doing  women's  work.  They 
displayed  predominant 
female  characteristics. 

Ancient  Greek  art  shows 
many  males  wearing  female 
attire.  Not  the  least  of  these 
was  Hercules,  who  in  female 
clothing,  served  his 
Mistress  Omphale. 

Caesar  and  Nero  both  had 
their  moments.  Nero  taking 
particular  delight  in  wearing 
masks  which  were  modelled 
to  resemble  the  faces  of  the 
Roman  women  whom  he  par- 
ticularly admired.  When 
Nero's  wife,  Poppea,  died,  he 
looked  vainly  for  her  succes- 
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sor  in  all  the  women  he  saw. 
Finally  he  selected  a Young 
boy,  Sporus,  who  underwent 
a sex  change,  and  whom  Nero 
married. 

Caesar  lived  as  a girl,  with 
King  Bithynia,  and  clothed 
himself  in  female  garb.  He 
had  the  hair  plucked  from  his 
soft  body,  and  on  occasion, 
even  disported  himself  as  a 
painted  prostitute. 

Yes,  history  gives  instance 
after  instance  of  men  admired 
even  revered  who  happily 
appeared  in  public  in  female 
attire. 

Claudius  is  known  to  have 
celebrated  the  rites- of  the 
Egyptian  Goddess  Isis 
dressed  as  a priestess.  Paris, 
that  marvelous  pride  of  mas- 
culinity appeared  in  Roman 
Theatrics  impersonating 
nymphs  and  goddesses  such 
as  Pelopea  and  Philomela 
And  there  was  the  comic, 
Ubicus. 

In  those  days  it  was  consid- 
ered sport  for  a man  to  dress 
as  a woman,  and  if  he  gave 
his  all  to  his  role,  no  one 
thought  any  the  less  of  him 
for  it.  Rome  was  famous  for 
it's  masculine  beauty,  and 
pretty  boys  who  masqueraded 
as  women  were  much 
admired  by  the  Roman 
Senators  as  well  as  their 
wives,  who  included  them  in 
their  festivities  dressed  thus- 

ly- 

Older  Russian  societies 


have  considered  it  a mark  of 
high  honor  for  any  family  to 
rear  a transvestite  son,  and  on 
the  Dutch  Island  of  Maarken 
it  is  the  custom  to  dress  boys 
as  girls  until  they  reach  the 
age  of  seven.  In  Madagascar 
and  Indochina,  males  are 
sometimes  brought  up  as 
females.  Even  the  American 
Indian  tribes  relegated  spe- 
cial roles  to  certain  of  their 
young  men,  who  were  dressed 
as  women,  and  who  were 
treated  as  such. 

The  lure  of  female  clothing 
has  long  held  a fascination  to 
men  of  many  occupations. 
Circus  performers  were 
known  to  have  used  female 
impersonators  on  the  high 
wire  and  in  similar  roles 
because  it  was  felt  that  the 
movement  of  the  women's 
clothing  gave  a special  grace- 
fulness to  these  acts,  thus 
combining  beauty  and  danger. 

France,  perhaps  because 
there  has  been  more  recorded 
history,  has  contributed  many 
stories,  some  bizarre,  to  the 
history  of  female  imperson- 
ation. 

It  has  been  said  that 
Napoleon  Bonaparte  pos- 
sessed one  of  the  most  exten- 
sive feminine  wardrobes  in 
Europe,  which  he  wore.  He 
considered  himself  a collec- 
tor and  Much  of  what  he 
owned  had  it's  own  exotic 
history,  Such  as  the  dancing 
Costumes  which  dated  to  the 


Ming  Dynasty,  the  bloomers 
and  furs  once  owned  by  a 
Russian  Empress,  and  the 
many  examples  of  women's 
shoes  and  stockings.  Being 
bisexual,  Napoleon  also  had  a 
collection  of  fur  garments  for 
his  penis  and  testicles,  which 
he  displayed  at  appropriate 
moments. 

Though  twice  married, 
Philip,  Duke  of  Orleans,  son 
of  Louis  XI 11  dressed  as  a 
woman,  and  busied  himself 
with  their  hair  styles  and 
details  of  their  gowns. He 
died  in  1701,  at  the  age  of 
sixty,  still  dressed  as  a hand- 
some dowager. 

The  Abbe  de  Choisy,  of  the 
Court  of  Louis  XIV,  another 
famous  female  impersonator, 
was  considered  to  be  one  of 
the  most  interesting  of  all 
history.  Though  not  of  royal 
birth,  he  was  closely  associ- 
ated with  the  court  through 
his  father,  the  Chancellor  to 
the  Duke  of  Orleans.  His 
mother,  of  the  noble  family 
of  Harault,  dressed  her  son, 
whose  real  name  was 
Francois  Timeleon,as  a girl 
from  the  time  of  his  birth.  He 
left  a book  "Memoirs  of 
Choisy"  in  which  he  dis- 
cussed his  life  as  a female 
impersonator, relating 
instances  such  as  his  appear- 
ances, in  the  theater,  as  a girl,
